A meeting, of the Students' Council 
was called to order at half-past eleven 
^^^dBjr mornlng In the Union, Various 
DUBinesseB^ of major and minor im- 
portance were discussed, and several 
motions were passed, some of which 
will be come effective this year and 
others, which were more in the way 
of suggestions to tbe incoming «z- 
ecutiva. 

Discussing the finances of some of 
the College Clubs, it was found that 
expeoses during the past year have 
been very high. The costs of train- 
ing tablet, equipment, travelling ex- 
penses; and the other many items 
which help to drain the resources of 
the clubs, and thus the Students' 
Sooiety have been high this year. In 
some cases, it was pointed out, the 
expenditure of travelling teams could 
have been greatly lessened if due care 
bad been exercised. Several men 
have been in the habit of charging 
accounts which are more personal 
than otherwise to the club for which 
they were travelling. This and the 
extra aojourns of some of' the athletes 
have greatly swelled tbe expense 
accounts of more than one club. 

To obviate this state Of ftffairp in 
the future a motion was drafted em- 
bodying the views of the present 
Council on the matter. The motion, 
whlo&; was partly .ia the form of a 
suggestion to the new Council, stated 
that in future only such men who are 
competing in the sport and others, 
such as trainers, rubbers and coaches 
who are absolutely essential, together 
with the manager of the team, will be 
carried oj^trl^ out of town. Tbe 
managers will be asked to do their 
utmost to keep down expenses so tbat 
at the close of the year there will be 
no danger of the Council being met 
with a deficit Furthermore no 
hotel expenses ,will be paid , to men 
who stay over In a city after the time 
set for leaving. In the past some 
clubs which have been competing out 
of town on Saturdays have not re- 
turned to Montreal till the following 
Monday morning. In future the 
competitors will bave to pay all their 
own expenses after the time set by 
tbe club management or the athletic 
association for their departure. 

The forthcoming Alma Mater dance 
was discussed at length, v and eacb 
member of the Council pledged him- 
self to do all in his power to make it 
a success. Already many tickets 
have been sold for this, the greatest 
dance of the whole year, and when all 
arrangements and . preparations are 
completed it is expected that the af- 
fair will be the best of its kind ever 
held at McGill.' Committees have

It was 
one ot the Jiidg^s, who, as we learned 
afterwards, had been' engrossed In 
reading the last Instalment ot Blue- 
Byèd Bill, tho Bonehead Bandit, and 
who had not noticed the fire, ^hough, 
Df he said, ''it was sort'of 'warm." It 
was ImposBlblo tti save lil'ift except by 
using the longest ladder. This was 
placed against the wall of Uio Court 
House, and a lireman mounted it. 
The ladder '.^Ra. not quite long 
enoujfh^. .SlgnaUlng to the men be- 
low, the fireman ordered them to 
move the ladder out from tho wall, 
while he climbed up and balanced on 
the raat rung. This was done,' and 
the resoyier flUputed to the Judge to 
Jump, w<hioh tUe'ràtter did, more from 
fright than anything else. Tho fire- 
man caught him in one arm, aud 
standing balanced in mld-alr on one 
hand, and holding tlio terrified judge 
In the other, he climbed down the 
ladder, head first, to safety.

Perhaps in 
tbb tjnlversItleB ot the next century 
we' may see the Ideals of Plato 
realized, when character and not dasn 
will become the goal of effort; ^ 

Thus Nletshe's dream of the Super- 
man may yet contain tor us that ele- 
ment of truth that man is but a pro- 
gress, an ascension Into forms of 
mightier complexity, not the glorified 
brutes of Niotsche but men of the 
inlglkt ot Jesus.
